Donors For Sister 


While the condition of her sister, 


Mrs. Prudence Rife, 300 Third 
street, Hanover, remains critical in 
the University of Maryland' hospital 
in Baltimore, Mrs. Ruth Meligakes, 
East Middle street, appealed here to 
day for local blood donors to help 
save her sister's life. 


Mrs. Rife requires daily blood 


transfusions, which have averaged 
two pints a day. Mrs. Meligakes 
said. This and other calls on the 
hospital's blood bank have so re- 
duced the simply of blood, avail- 
able for transfusion that Umvemtv 
hospital surgeons urged Mrs. Meli- 
gakes to secure "at least 20 donors" 
from this area. 


The local woman has offered to 


provide transportation and said this 
monung she already has the offer 
of one local donor. 


Mrs. Rife was taken critically ill 


last Wednesday and rushed uncon- 
scious to the Warner hospital. Later 
in the day she was removed to the 
University hospital where she sub- 
mitted to a brain operation. A fall 
which she suffered a few days earl- 
ier is believed responsible for a 
blood clot which formed in the 
brain. 


The only hope of her recovery, 


surgeons told Mrs. Meligakes, lies in 
the continual use of blood transfu- 
sions until hex condition improves. 


Hospital authorities said any 


blood type will be usable.

Dur- 
ing the Civil War the unit was 
known as the 83rd volunteers. Dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War it 
was the Ninth Regiment again. Dur- 
ing World War I the unit made up 
the 57th Coast Artillery and during 
World War II, it was the 244th 
Coast Artillery. 


Annual Pilgrimage

the 83rd fought at Gettysburg was 
placed 60 "years ago during an en- 
campment of the Army of the Po- 
tomac here ov,er July 1, 2, and 3. 
Since then, every July 4, the 9th 
Regiment Veterans Association has 
made the pilgrimage to Gettysburg.

Battlefield during July 3, 4 and 5, 
about 1,000 less than the number 
last year. 
' National Park officials said that 
the estimated tourist visitation in 
cars was 13,804. The number in buses 
had not been totalled by the park 
office up to press time, but was not 
expected to be several hundred.

The toll of 550 compared to 546 


killed in accidents over the three- 
day Fourth of July holiday last 
year. The 296 fatalities resulting 
from accidents on highways were 
more than the 235 estimated by the 
National Safety Council. 


Clear skies and hot weather lured 


millions to lake resorts and vacation 
lands. The. council had estimated 
30,000,000 cars would be travelling 
during the three days. The traffic 
deaths .compared to 264 last year, 
while the 184 drownings compared 
.to 114 in toe Independence Day holi- 
dav in 1947. 


Only two of -the 48 states — New 


Hampshire and South Dakota — re- 
ported no accidental deaths. Penn- 
sylvania had the heaviest toll — 44, 
including 23 traffic .fatalities; 14

Robert Louis Stevenson must have 


had such a face, for he wrote so 
much about having such a face. He 
said: "Many are already old before 
they are through their teens; but 
to travel deliberately through one's 
ages is to get the heart out of a lib- 
eral education." 


The lively countenance is an in- 


dex to a healthy body and a vibrant 
mind.

But to 
meet such a one, daily, and to talk 
to such a one, is an experience that 
makes you think of Browning's line 
that "God's in his heaven, and all's 
right with the world!" 


To go back to that Stevenson quo- 


tation, we can't ajways have days 
when we can exhibit -the most cheer- 
ful faces, but we can introduce it 
into each one of pur'yeaSs/^as they 
come and go, and thus gain the "lio- 
eral education" that he mentions. 
With decision, hope, and^aith, we 
can show-to the world1 -tnlbt we are 
decorating life with beauty, and sug- 
gesting it J» others. 


Healthy.youth'nearly always has 


this lively countenance. But there 
is no reason why it should ever be 
discarded. It can become modulated, 
perhaps into a serene liveliness, and 
io fit the time, for who hajs not seen, 
and been influenced by, the lively 
face of age under its silver crown? 
Even "to travel hopefully," again as 
Stevenson once said, is to master 
life successfully.

The agreement also re- 
quires the British government to 
make every effort to stabilize its 
currency, maintain a valid exchange 
rate and balance its budget. 


Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir 


Stafford Cripps urged approval of 
the agreement. Without such help, 
tie said, "we could not hope to main- 
iain either our present standard of 
living or our present level of pro- 
duction."

Strawberries Next 


Season Yet Possible 


There is still time to assure the 


enjoyment of strawberries,from your 
own garden next season. Within the 
next two weeks several growers will 
start offering pot-grown plants that 
may be placed in the garden around 
mid-July and slightly later with full 
assurance of a bountiful crop next 
season. 


While waiting for these ready- 


made plants to be available, one may 
•well spend some time on soil prep- 
aration to collect the maximum crop 
come next June. Strawberries 'like 


well drained, fertile soil with 


plenty of organic matter. This can 
je accomplished in various ways, 
utilizing available mediums to im- 
prove the physical qualities of your 
garden soil. 


For improving both light and 
»avjv soils, peat and commercial 


humus are beneficial. Xf^the soil {is 
extremely heavy, add sand to^fclje 
soil surface, working it into the £rs£ 
six mche^Peat^riH^^uffice if sand 
is.not available!

EARLY JULY IS 
BEST TO PLANT 


HOLLYHOCKS 


Hollyhocks are important garden 


plants because their tall, upright 
habit makes them valuable for beds 
and borders far too narrow to ac- 
commodate other plants of equal 
height. The foliage seldom exceeds 
in spread that of a two-foot circle 
and with the plants standing two 
feet apart they give an effective 
screen or dividing line without com- 
pletely hiding the area beyond. 


There are several good forms, but 


most gardeners prefer a strain pro- 
ducing double flowers, most of these 
growing from four to five feet tall. 
Where extra height is important, 
the single-flowered strain which 
rows as much as seven feet tall is 


uhe logical choice. They begin bloom- 
g in early July and strong plants 
continue their display until early 
September. 


This is a long season of bloom 


trough the hottest weeks of the 
;ardening season. The stately flower 
spikes are equallyNattractive in gar- 
dens of traditional and modern de- 
sign.
